not been located, 
and is being sought by the St. 
Louis police. Kent went before 
the grand jury today. He is under 
bond in St. Louis Federal Court on 
a charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud. . The grand jury is continu- 
ing its inquiry into the disposal of 
the $100,000 of bonds stolen in the 
Farmers and Merchants’ Bank and 
Trust Co, robbery here last Oc- 
tober. 

Says Hé Was Betrayed. 
Sidener, in his statement, charged 
at Spicuzza deliberately betrayed 
him, after a friendship of years. 
lie repeated his previous statement 
that he acted innocently, seeking 
to help Spicuzza and to. collect 
money which Spicuzza owed him— 
the $800 which, as told yesterday, 
Sidener took out of the $5000 down 
payment made by the Decatur pur- 
chaser, 

His explanation of the taking of 
the bonds to Decatur, when an ac- 
tive market exists in St. Louis, was 
that he took them to a St. Louis 
with the idea of selling 
but that Kent, whom 
he knew, asked him for the chance 
to sell them in Illinois and possibly 
get a commission from the buyer. 
Ként, he said, told him that he 
had no license to sell securities in 
Missouri. This statement takes no 
account of the fact that it was 
Sidener, and not “tent, who actual- 
ly sold the bonds. 

“This case has a human ele- 
ment,’ Sidener began, in his room 
at the Mark Twain Hotel kere to- 
day. “It is the betrayal of a friend 
by a friend. 

“rT now think that Charlie Spi- 
cuzza deliberately had me handle 
these bonds for him, and that he 
must have had some knowledge 
that they were among those which, 
1 haVe since heard, were held by 

be Cooperman. 

(Cooperman, a St. Louis politi- 
cian, was shot and killed in a St. 
Louis hotel lobby two months ago 
by Eugene Epstein, who had sold 
for Cooperman some bonds later 
shown to have been part of the 
Hannibal bank loot.) 

“T have known Charlie Spicuzza 
for years, and considered him a 
high-class business man. I have 
dealt with him and handled his 
business transactions, and always 
found him square. 

“T have been a prosecutor and a 
lawyer, and I know the 
ways of the. world. It was only 
natural that when he came to me 
about these bonds, askihg me to sell 
them for him, TI should question 
him at length. . He affirmed and 
reaffirmed that they were above 
suspicion, 

Got Bonds at Bargain, 

“He said he had picked up the 
bonds at a bargain, during the set- 
tlement of some estate in the East. 
When he showed me a list of the 
bonds, that statement was partly 
confirmed, in my mind, by the 
names of the issucs. They were 
Boston & Maine Railroad, Vir- 
zinia Public Service. Portland Elec- 
tric Co, of Portland. Me., and Con. 
tinental Gas ana Electric Co,

RADIUM POISONING 
FATAL TO GOLFER 


FE. M. Byers, Once Amateur 
Champion, Contracts It Dur- 
ing Treatment for Injury. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, March 31.—Radium 
poisoning, contracted during the 
last two years while attempting to 


cure an arm injury which inter- 
fered with his golf playing, was 
said today to have caused the 


death of Eben M. Byers, New York 
and Pittsburg manufacturer and 
National amateur golf champion in 
1906. He died today at 7:30 a. m. 
He was 51 years old. Mr. Byers en- 
tered the Doctors’ Hospital here 
some weeks ago and developed 
pneumonia two days ago. His case 
had been given up as hopeless be- 
fore pheumonia developed, how- 
ever, it was said. 

J. Dennison Lyon, Mr. Byers’ 
brother-in-law, said that when the 
former National champion injured 
his arm two yearse ago he was ad- 
cised to try radium as a cure. He 
did and his arm seemed to im- 
prove. He continued the treatments 
and some months ago exhibited 
signs of radium poisoning. As son 
as he realized his condition he con- 
sulted specialists but the disease 
had progressed so far they were 
unable to help him. 

More than 25 years ago Byers 
was among the country’s.foremost 
amateur golfers. He was runner- 
up in the national championship in 
1902 2nd again in 1903, losing that 
year to Walter.J. Travis, before 
capturing the title in 1906. He de- 
feated G. S. Lyon in the final. His 
brother, J. Frederic Byers, vice 
president of the Byers company, 
served two terms as president of 
the United States Golf Association 
in 1922-23. 

J. Frederic Byers and a sister. 


Mrs. J. Dennison Lyon, New York 
City, survive. E. M. Byers was not 
married. 


TRAINER INJURED BY LION

Others fought 
off the lion with long poles and 
rescued MePherson, but not until 
he was badly clawed and bitten 
about head and face.

Former President Coolidge has 
written Lewis B. Tebbetts, St. Louis 
insurance man, assuring him that 


ee personal offense was intended 


by his radio speech on insurance 


last October. 
With the letter, according to J. 


Porter Henry. Tebbetts’ attorney. 


came a $2500 check of Everett San- 
ders, Coolidge’s attorney and his 
secretary while he was President. 
Tebbetts had retained Henry's law 
firm to institute a damage suit 
against Coolidge for $100,000. 

Henry said Sanders came to St. 
Louis last month, and after a con- 
ference Tebbetts agreed to abandon 
his action against Coolidge provid- 
ing Coolidge apologized and Teb- 
betts was reimbursed for his legal 
expenses. Henry quoted Sanders as 
saying he would assume personal 
responsibility for the expenses. 

At Tebbetts’ instance, Coolidge 
wa served with a summons at his 
home in Northampton, Mass., last 
month as a preliminary to the suit 
to be filed by Tebbetts. The New 
York Life Insurance Co., of which 
Coolidge was a_ director, Was 
served with similar papers. 

Tebbetts said that his reputation 
as “the leading advocate in the 
United States of the so-called term 
life insurance policies’’ was injured 
by Coolidge’s address in which he 
said the following language was 
used: 

“Reware of the so-called ‘twister’ 
and ‘abstractor’ or any agent who 
offers to save money for you by 
replacing your policy in another 
company.’ 

Tebbetts said this language might 
be taken to refer to him and assert- 
ed he had not engaged in “twist- 
ing.” 

Coolidge’s letter to Tebbetts fol- 
lows: 

“Since making mY radio address 
of Oct. 6. 1931, in which I advised 
regarding the substitution of new 
life insurance for old, facts have 
come to my attention which indi- 
cate that you think some of the 
statements which I made might be 
construed by your friends and ac- 
quaintances as reflecting upon you 
and the plan of insurance you are 
advocating. 

“T had no knowledge of the con- 
troversy relating to the plan of in- 
surance you are advocating, and 
therefore my statements could not 
have had that comprehension or 
intent, and any such construction 
would be entirely incorrect. I as- 
sure you that no personal offense 
was intended.” 

Tebbett’s attorneys said today 
that the summons against Coolidge 
would be dismissed April 7, but 
that a damage suit against the New 
York Life Insurance Co. would be 
filed then.

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Reduction “#&About $2 a 
Day for Skilled Building 
Workman Recommend- 
ed, Effective for Year. 
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GROUPS MUST ACT 
BEFORE APRIL 15 


Action of Majority’ of the 
Various Crafts Will Be 


Binding—Present Scales 
$4.90 to $16. 


A wage reduction of about $2 a 
day for skilled building workmen, 
effective for one year, was recom- 
mended by a joint committee of 
employers and union leaders today. 


The recommendation has been 
submitted to the individual unions 
for a vote before April 15, the date 
recommended for the new wage 
scales to go into effect. Present 
wage scales vary from $4.90 a day 
for wreckers to $16 for electri- 
cians. The percentage of reduc- 
tion will be Jess for workers in the 
lower wage groups. 

The formal recommendation was 
signed by Charles J. LEisenring, 
president, and Maurice J. Cassidy, 
secretar}, of the Building Trades 
Council, and Josh Lowis and R. L. 
Murphy, representing the Associ- 
ated Building Interests and affili- 
ated organizations. If adopted by 
the majority of the building unions, 
the reduction is to become effec- 
tive for all the unions in the Build- 
ing Trades Council, which has a 
membership of 18,000 men. 

It-is understood the reduction is 
not to be considered permanent. If, 
at the end of a year, conditions 
justify higher wages, an adjust- 
ment will be made accordingly. 

Commenting on the proposed re- 
duction, Eisenring asserted the 
union men did not anticipate any 
appreciable revival of building as 
a result of lower wages! 

“We recognize, however, that the 
trend of wages is downward,” 
Kisenring stated. ‘“‘Workmen in 
other cities have had to take a cut. 
There is some hope that such ac- 
tion will stimulate building some- 


what, and we are not standing in) 


the way of anything which would 
bring about such results. It is our 
hope that a renewal of building 
will justify higher wages at the end 
of a year.” 

E:nployers originally demanded 
a reduction of 331-3 per cent ef- 
fective tomorrow. 

President Kinsey of the Board 
of Public Service estimated today 
that the reduction in building 
trades wages would save at least 
$250,000 in the construction of the 
Municipal Auditorium, for which 
bids will be received May 17. The 
Saving, he said, would be used to 
enlarge the portion of the struc- 
ture to be erected at this time. The 
city has a $3,700,000 appropriation 
of bond funds for the auditorium. 
of which about $700,000 will be 
saved for equipment. At least hal? 
of the total construction cost will 
represent wages of labor, Kinsey 
said. | 
City Expected to Lower Wages in 

Classified Service. 

The annual standardization bill 
fixing the wages of city employes 
in the classified service, including 
union workers in the building 
trades and other lines, is being pre- 

pared by the Efficiency Board for 
introduction in the Board of Alder- 
men On April 19. 

In drafting the bill the board will 
take cognizance of any union wage 
reductions and of the general tend- 
ency to pay lower wages. 

Most of the union men whose pay 
is under consideration are among 
a group of 997 city employes paid 
on an hourly basis, at rates vary- 
ing from 50 cents to $1.99 an hour. 
They are engaged principally in the 
Water, Street and Hospital divi- 
sions and more than half of them 
receive less than 75 cents an hour. 


Savings of $123,0C9 in Fire Depart- 
ment Agreed On. 

Savings in the Fire Department 
in the coming fiscal year, estimated 
at $123,000, were agreed upon this 
afternoon at a conference of Comp- 
troller Nolte, Director of Public 
Safety Steininger, Fire Chief Alt 
and Michael J. Mulvoy, secretary 
of the firemen’s union. Steininger 
and Alt will seek additional sav- 
ings of $90,000, which Nolte said 
would be necessary, because all 
city departments must get along 
with 10 per cent less in the next 
fiscal year than they had in the 
year now ending. 

The greatest saving agreed upon 
was an offer of the firemen, 
through Mulvoy, to take one day a 
month off without pay. This is ex- 
pected to save $75,000. Alt prom- 
ised not to fill vacancies that oc- 
cur, saving about $45,000, and to 
make no promotions, saving $3000, 

The dimunition of candlepower 
in electric street lights in a large 
downtown area, to save $35,000 a 
year, will be in full effect tomor- 
row, it is announced. 


UNION LEADERS 


FLOCK OF SWANS 
GOES OVER NIAGARA; 
MANY ARE KILLED 
Wild Birds, Caught in Swift 
Current-Hurled to Death, 
or Injured.

$i.—Caught in the swift currents | 
of the Upper Niagura River late last. 


night hundreds of wild swans were | 


swept over the Horseshoe and 
American Falls, many being killed 
and others wounded. The lower 
river today was filled with dead 
and wounded swans and river men 


were preparing “to rescue the 


wounded birds. 


More than 600 swans, river men 
estimated, settled on the upper riv- 
er yesterday afternoon. A strong 
wind blowing up stream prevented 
them from being carried down, but 
as night fell the wind diminished 
and the birds were caught in the 
currents and carried over the falls. 

Ice floes falling with the water 
swept many of the birds against the 
upper ection of an ice bridge that 
has formed in the gorge. Observ- 
ers On shore counted more than 150 
dead birds fast in the ice, Others, 
injured by being dashed against 
the rocks crawled or flew to the 
floes and remained huddled in 
small groups. Many suffered brek- 
en legs and wings. 


POLICEMEN TO MAKE MOVIES 
FOR USE IN TARGET PRACTICE 


Officers to Train So They Can 
Shoot Before the Criminal 
Pulls Trigger. 

Moving pictures, to be used by 
St. Louis policemen in target prac- 
tice, will be made by policemen 
under direction of Sergt. Richard 

Palmer beginning next week. 

The movies will portray’ situa- 
tions in which a policeman would 
be required to shoot quicker than 
the criminal opposing him. Palmer, 
who has had previous experience 
in making movies, is preparing sev- 
eral scenarios dealing with major 
robberies in the city. The “loca- 
tion” will be in the vicinity of Jef- 
ferson Barracks, where it is hpped 
the amateur actors not have 
toe many eurious ontookers. 

When completed tne movies will 
serve as targets and, through a 
special device for stopping the film, 
it will @e possible to determine 
whether the officer or the robber 
fired first. 


BERLIN TAXICABS ON HALF TIME 


Run Help 


Every Other Day to 
Drivers, Cut Congestion. 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, March 31.—Only half 
of Berlin’s 8350 taxicabs may 
cruise the city’s streets on the 
same day under regulations intend- 
ed to ease the drivers’ economic 
plight and relieve traffic conges- 
tion. Taxicabs bearing odd-num- 
bered license plates are permitted 
to work from one midnight to the 
next, then taxis bearing even-num- 
bered licenses take up the grind for 
24 hours. 

Because of general conditions 
taxicab revenues have fallen con- 
siderably. The average income per 
cab is estimated at 700 | marks 
(about $165) a month. The Berlin 
taxicabs haul an average of 200,000 
persons a day. 


HALTS CHIGRGO SUBWAY WORK 


Mayor Decides Preliminaries Are 
Costing Too Much.

CHICAGO, March 31. — Mayor 
Cermak has suggested that all work 
preliminary to the building of a 
subway here be stopped. 

It had progressed to the point of 
an enabling ordinance by the City 
Council and condemnation and 
counter suits involving property 
owners along the proposed routes. 

The cost of prosecuting and de- 
fending these suits and maintaining 
the corps. of planning experts 
moved the Mayor to suggest a halt. 
He thought it unfair to keep ex- 
perts on the payroll while citizens 
are homeless ar.d hungry.

‘Murder Follows Threats in 


Speakeasies to Get Even 
With Killers of Jimmy

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 31.— 
An East St. Louis gangster who 


sSwaggered from joint to speakeasy 


here last night, threatening death 
to the slayers of Jimmy Howard, 
his associate, was found dead in 
Central street early today. Two 
wounds were in his abdomen. 

The body was identified tenta- 
tively by the police, from motor car 
ownership and license papers, as 
that of James F. O'Day, 5707 Col- 
linsville road, East St. Louis. The 
body is at the Eylar Undertaking 
establishment, and the Ford sedan 
in which he came here was found 
in a garage. 

The man died from two shotgun 
wounds, the shots having been 
fired from a speeding motor car. 
The man had been introduced more 
than two years ago by Howard as 
a gangster from Illinois. 

Howard was a sinall-time boot- 
legger who decided he could oper- 
ate as an independent. 

He defied the bootleg leaders and 
machine gun operators, in motor 
Girs, shot him while he was at his 
taxicab agency. 

A short time before that Howard 
had introduced. O'Day to friends. 
O’Day had disappeared at the time 
of the slaying, and, according to 
gossip, had not been seen here 
since until last night. 

Looking for Slayers. 

When he began visiting speak- 
easies the man identified as O’Day 
began to talk. Drinking loosened 
his tongue and by midnight it was 
known generally in the underworld 
that he was looking for Howard's 
slayers and that he planned to 
shoot on sight. The police have 
found no trace of O’Day’s wander- 
ings from about 2 o'clock until 4. 

At 4 a.m. Roy Boothe, a taxicab 
driver, parked his machine at 
Twelfth and Central streets and 
saw the man, afterwards identified 
as O’Day, standing on the corner, 
rifle in hand. A short time later 
Boothe was called away. 

In half an hour James Holmes, 


a taxicab driver, parked his car on 
Central street, just south of 
Twelfth. He also saw the man aft- 


erwards .identified as O’Day. He 
said O’Day walked past him on the 
west side of Central street, still 
carrying the rifle. A moment later, 
Holmes said, a Ford sedan sped 
south on Central street and there 
were two shots. 

He looked back, he said, saw the 
car disappearing and saw a man 
lying in the street. Two discharges 
from a shétgup had torn through 
his abdomen. The ejected shells 
were found nearby. O’Day’s weap- 
on, a $2-caliber Winchester repeat- 
ing rifle, contained 13 cartridges. 

Holmes said his back was to the 
shooting, but he thought O’Day ran 


‘into the street and that someone 


leaning from the automobile and 
shot him. Apparently the slayer 
was one of the men he was looking 
for, but the man recognized him 
first. 

Keys for a Ford sedan were 
found in the slain man’s pocket. 
The car was found later a block 
away. It bore an Illinois license 
tag that corresponded with the li- 
cense papers found in the man's 
clothing. . 


Victim’s Real Name Morrissey;

by John D. Rockefeller’s economic 


advisers in the 12-month period 
ended last June 30 was furnished 
today. ~ 

The annual report of the gen- 
eral education poard, which was set 
up in 1902 by the dean of the 
American oil industry, was made 
public. The report covered the 
period of extensive stock market 
liqnidation between June 30, 1930, 
and June 30, 1931. It showed that 
the board, like many other inves- 
tors, had held tightly to its com- 
mon stock holdings through this 
deluge in general selling. 

However, the board made con- 
siderable changes in its holdings 
of bonds. The principjal trend, 
judging from the summarized form 
of the report made available, was 
to shift investments into bonds ma- 
turing at an early date. 

Total investments on June 30, 
1931, were $77,472,831, of which 
$34,154,605 was invested in bonds 
and $43,318,227 in stocks. The per- 
centage of the board's investment 
in bonds rose during the period 
from 38 per cent to 42 per cent of 
the total as of June 30, 1931. 

The board operates the fund 
from which large appropriations 
are made for educational purposes.

The vote on the measure 
was 209 to 35, Tammany Demo- 
crats and a few old guard Repubd@ 
licans comprising the opposition. 

Bond transfers would be taxed 
at the rate of one-eighth of one per 
cent of the sale price, with no mini- 
mum. Crisp estimated this would 
yield about $13,000,000 yearly, but 
again La Guardia’s figure was 
higher. There was virtually no op- 
position to this proposal. 

Estimates on New Taxes. 


voted new taxes cxpected to yield a 
total of approximately $870,000,000 
of new annual revenue.

The announcement, made at a 
conference With newspaper men, 
came after Admiral Burrage had 
conferred with John Hughes Cur- 
tis, Norfolk boat builder, and the 
Very Rev. Dean H. Dobson-Pea- 
cock, his fellow-negotiator. Ad- 
miral Burrage would not disclose 
what the three men had discussed 
at their conference. 

Curtis said today that activities 
of the negotiators had not extend- 
ed to Philadelphia, where it was 
reported a woman had approached 
a prominent clubwoman there for 
an interview regarding the Lind- 
bergh case. He said no contact had 
been made in Philadelphia with the 
kidnapers or their representatives. 

Admiral] Burrage said no arrange- 
ment had been made for a new 
contact and no arrangement was in 
prospect. In answer to another 
question he said it was not true 
that the go-between for the sup- 
posed kidnapers had failed to keep 
a recent appointment or appoint- 
ments, 

“We cannot answer,” was the re-- 
ply given by the officer to a ques- 
tion as to whether the Lindbergh 
baby was well and what assurances 
the kidnapers had given that they 
were taking care of the baby. Ad- 
miral Burrage gave the same reply 
to a question as to whether a 
woman was involved in the nego- 
tiations. 

Admiral Burrage said he did not 
know whether Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh planned to make a visit 
here.

Illinois coal mines, employing 465.- 
000 union miners, will close at 
midnight tonight. 

At that hour, the wage _ scale 
contract between the Illinois Coal 
Operators’ Association and the II- 
linois district, United Mine Work- 
ers of America, expires. 

All hope of avoiding the sluspen- 
sion was abandoned at noon today 
after last-minute negotiations in 
the sub-committee of the joint 
scale conference® failed to bring 
about a settlement of differences.- 
The suspension of operations, 
both miners and operators insist- 
ed, was not to be construed as 
either a strike or lockout. 

Negotiations by the sub-commit- 

tee will continue, but little hope 
was held out by either side that 
any agreement would be reached 
within 30 days. 
As Joseph D. Cook, president of 
the operators’ association, put it: 
“Mining operations are simply dis- 
continued until such time as a new 
basis of operations can be arrived 
at.”’ 

John H. Walker, veteran presi- 
dent of the Illinois district of the 
Miners’ Wnion, said that the sub- 
committee would still press the 
work of effecting a compromise. 

Notices were posted at all mines 
of the association yesterday order- 
ing diggers to remove their work- 
ing tools from the company’s prop- 
erty by midnight.

Proposal to “Sack New York.”

Bond Tax Is Adopted. 


After adopting the grain and 
cotton deal tax, the House took 
up the Crisp amendment to tax 
bond. sales at the rate of one- 
eighth of 1 per cent of the selling 
price. It is expected to yield $13,- 
000,000 yearly. The rate was one- 
half that on stock sales, and no 
minimum tax was proposed. The 
tax would be automatically’ re- 
pealed July 1, 1934. Replying to 
a question from a Tammany Con- 
gressman, Crisp said: 

“I am not willing to charge the 
people who trade in stocks and 
bonds with being so unpatriotic 
that they will resort to any device 
to evade their taxes and refuse to 
do their share to maintain the na- 
tion’s credit.

Crisp, acting on a “tip” that the 
administration was planning to let 
the House pass the bill and then 
issue a statement declaring that 
“the Democrats have failed to bal- 
ance the budget,” today called on 
Treasury Secretary Mills to furnish 
a list of estimates of the revenue 
to be expected from the taxes that 
are adopted or pending.

in the brackets above $100,000 dur- 
ing the calendar year 1931. As in 
every previous instatce, the Treas- 
ury estimate was far below those 
coming from other official sources. 

Declaring that the amount sub-

SPICUZZA SIGNED 
BONDS FOR GANGSTERS 


Police Still Seeking Fruit Deal- 
er Named in Warrant Is- 
sued at Hannibal. 


Charles Spicuzza, described by 
former Circuit Attorney Sidener as 
“an old friend who betrayed him” 
in the stolen bond sale, so far has 
eluded police in their search for 
him on a charge of possession of 
bonds stolen in the Hannibal bank 
robbery. 

Policemen have been stationed at 
his home, 6129 Clayton avenue, 
and at the M. Longo Iruit Co., 45 
Franklin avenue, of which he is 
secretary-treasurer. Detectives are 
visiting his usual haunts. 

Chief Gerk announced that a 
survey of the records of the po- 
lice Secret Service Bureau showed 
that Spicuzza had signed $246.700 
in common-law bonds for Sicilian 
and Cuckoo gangsters in the past 
year. 

The bonds, approved by Judges 
of the Court of Criminal Correction, 
were given to effect the quick re- 


lease of gangsters arrested for in-| 


vestigation or charged with crimes 
in warrants. Such bonds are re- 
corded by the police to complete 
the record when prisoners are re- 
leased on temporary bail. 

Spicuzza is not accredited as a 
police bondsman. Chief Gerk said 
that his survey covered the Police 
Headquarters records only and 
added it was possible the records 
of outlying districts would show 
Spicuzza had _ signed additional 
bonds in cases where prisoners 
were not taken to headquarters. 

Those for whom he has acted as 
surety include such notoridus 
hoodlums as Carl Fiorito, “Win- 
gie”’ Cox, the late Eddie Menken 
and the late Paul Gordon of the 
Cuckoo gang, as well as Mike Dat- 
talo, Sam Randazzo, Sora Mantia, 
tus Lompardo and Sam Tocco of 
the Italian faction. 

Spicuzza figured in several epi- 
sodes in the sanguinary Sicilian 
gang feud of 1927-28, including the 
murder'of Dominic Cataldo and 
Tony Ditrapani, and the wounding 
of Camelo Fresina, also known as 
Charles Freese, shot by a ma- 
chine-gunner at the entrance to 
Spicuzza’s home on Clay*ton avenue 
in 1928. Freese“was killed later in 
another gang assassination. 

Spicuzza told policemen that Ca- 
taldo, Ditrapani and Freese were 
attacked as they left his home after 
inquiring about the price of apples. 
The police, however, were of the 
opinion they were extortionists.

SEEKS RECEIVERSHIP 


FOR BURR-STEVENS CD. 


G. W. Taylor, Insurance Man, 
Brings Suit Against Brok- 
erage Firm. 


Suit for a receiver for Burr-Ste- 
vens & Co., brokers at 506 Olive 
street, was filed today by George 
W. Taylor, special representative 
of the New York Life Insurance 
Co. Circuit Judge Nortoni issued 
an order to show cause, returnable 
Monday. 

The receivership petition alleges 
that Burr-Stevens & Co. is in finan- 
cial difficulty, and has virtually 
suspended business. Taylor . also 
complains that his attorneys were 
barred from a meeting of the com- 
pany’s creditors. He describes 
himself in the petition as “nervous, 
subject to being imposed upon, and, 
at the time of dealing with the 
brokers, incapable of exercising 
good judgment.” 

Two years ago Taylor filed suit 
against the brokerage firm, then 
known as George H. Burr & Co., 
Inc., to recover $68,047, which he 
alleged was due him from marginal 
transactions in which he had en- 
gaged through the brokers. Bas- 
ing the suit on the alleged failure 
of George H. Burr & Co. to close 
his account -as he had directed 
early in 1929, he charged that the 
company sold him stocks which 
previously had been held by the 
company itself. He conterded the 
sale was on the basis of profit to 
the brokerage house, rather than 
to supply him with desirable invest- 
ments. 

No official of the firm could be 
reached. In the previous suit tie 
brokers denied mishandling Tay- 
lor’s investments, explaining he 
lost in the market crash, and con- 
tending he owed them $18,751. 


MARCH WAS COLDEST MONTH 
OF THE WINTER IN ST, LOUIS 


Temperature Averaged 39 Degrees, 
Which Is Lower Than in 
Three Preceding Months. 

March, with an average temper- 
ature of 39 degrees, was the cold- 
es* month of the winter. In Feb- 
ruary the average temperature was 
44.6 degrees, January 39.8 and De- 
cember 45.2. The March tempera- 
ture was 5 degrees below normal. 

The warm days of the latter part 
of the month brought recovery to 
much vegetation which had suf- 
fered from the below-freezing tem- 
peratures, although according to 
reports recei-ed at the _ local 
Weather Bureau’ offices, peaches 
and apple crops were badly dam- 
aged. 

The precipitation for the month 
was less than half of normal, total- 
ing only 1.40 inches against the 
normal 3.38. Snowfall was very 
light, there being only traces dur- 
ing the cold spell and ¢-: additioa- 
al .2-inch fall March 21. 

Rain fell on nine days but in 
small quantities except on the 16th, 
when .36 inches was recorded. 
There were thunderstorms on the 
2ist and 25th, that on the 21st be- 
ing accompanied by hail.

HOWARD REVEALED 


Late Manufacturer Made 
Anonymous Donation — 
Trustees Plan Memorial 
in His Honor. 


An anonymous $1,000,000 gift to 
The Principia in October, 1929, was 
made by the late Clarence H. How- 
ard, millionaire steel manufacturer 
and vice president of its Board of 
Trustees, it was learned today. The 
benefactions of Mr. Howard to The 
Principia totaled more than $2,- 
000,000. His contubbutions began 
with the founding of the school for 
the children of Christian Scientists 
in 1898 and continued until short- 
ly before his death, last Dec. 6. 

The Principia trustees have voted 
to erect a memorial to Mr. Howard 
on the campus. 

Mr. Howard’s anonymous $1,- 
000,000 gift was intended to be the 
nucleus of a fund for a $3,500,000 
Principia College of Liberal Arts 
on the site he provided on the Piasa 
bluffs at Elsah, Ill. 

The first eight-building unit of 
the new college at Elsah was 
scheduled to open next October, 
but the opening has been post- 
poned for a year, according to an 
announcement by Frederic E. Mor- 
gan, director of The Principia, This 
was made necessary by lack of 
funds with which to complete the 
unit and by jurisdictional disputes 
between workmen which so delayed 
the construction schedule that the 
buildings could not be completed 
next October even if funds were 
available, Morgan explained. He 
said construction would be Halted 
until an additional $1,500,000 had 
been obtained. The raising of the 
$1,500,000 was being conducted 
through solicitation for the first 
time since the announcement of 
the building project, he‘said. Pre- 
vious contributions were unsolicit- 
ed. 

When the $1,500,000 is obtained, 
the partly constructed buildings 
will Me completed and four other 
buildings will be erected—a natural 
science building, a classroom build 
ing, a refectory and another men’s 
dormitory. At least $400,000 of the 
$1,500,000, Morgan said, would be 
added to an endowment fund which 
now contains $600,000. 

In accordance with a policy of 
making no contracts or other obli- 
gations until cash was on hand to 
meet them, Morgan. said, about 
$450,000 had been reserved to fi- 
nance the work now in progress. 
The largest dormitory for women, 
one of the buildings specified in the 
$1,000,000 Howard bequest, will be 
completed entirely: and three other 
buildings under construction—the 
chapel, a men’s dormitory and an- 
other women’s dormitory—will be 
roofed and protected from the ele- 
ments pending the resumption of 
work on the eight-building unit. 
The landscaping program also will 
be continued and a sufficient re- 
serve will be maintained to take 
care of incidental expenses. 


BILL AIMED AT ONE-MAN 
CARS AND BUSSES APPROVED 


A bill prohibiting operators of 
street cars, motor busses or service 
cars from making change, accept- 
ing fares or issuing transfers while 
a vehicle is in motion was approved 
today by the Lerislation Committee 
of the Board of Aldermen. It pro- 
vides fines of from $10 to $100 for 
violation. 

The measure, introduced by Al- 
derman Kaufmann, was sponsored 
by the street car men’s union. Rep- 
resentatives of the union said the 
company’s regulations contain sim- 
ilar provisions, but operators of 
one-man cars cannot observe them 
and maintain the schedules fixed 
by the company.

I usually would. As I recall, he he 
said he needed money, and that he 
could make a nice profit if he could 
sell these bonds somewhere around 
the market price, He said ‘he 
would then be able to puy me the 
$800 he owed me for legal services. 


“I took the list of bonds to Tom 
Forrester of T. H. Forrester & Co. be 
brokers in the Central National 
Bank biulding, where my office is, 
asked him to investigate 
them, My idea was that he could 
sell them for me. He reported to 
me that, so far as he could ascer- 
tain, the bonds were all right, but 
he said he was busy, and sug- 
gested that I let Kent, who was in 
the same office, handle the bonds 
forme. Kent came to see me about 
March 1, and said he needed 
money, and begged me to let him 
sell the bonds, so that he could get 
} the commission. J agreed to this. 

“The following Friday or Satur- 
day, Kent came to my office and 
said he thought he had a buyer in 
Decatur, Ill., who would pay a 
good price. Either then or at our 
former meeting, Kent said he 
would haye to look for a purchas- 
er in Illinois, as he was not licensed 
to sell securities in Missouri. 


Made Trtp to Decatur. 

“The next Sunday Kent asked 
meto meet himetthe Mark Twain 
Hotel in St. Louis. He said he had 
a buyer at Decatur, and that he 
would go t’ ere and telephone me 
as soon as he made the deal. Mon- 
day he telephoned me from De- 
catur, asking me to come and bring 
the bonds. I called Spicuzza,- and 
he said he would get them. Later 
he brought them to me. 

“Next morning, Tiesday, I went 
to Decatur. Kent met me and 
took me to the office of Leo Bailey, 
broker, in the same building, I 
think, with the branch office of 
Bennett & Co. of Chicago. 


“Kent told me that he had been 
about to make a deal with a banker 
to buy-the bonds, but that it had 
fallen through, as the banker was 
unable to raise the $13,000 to $14,- 
000 which would be the market 
price of the bonds. 

“Bailey told me he had investi- 
gated the bonds, and that there was 
no hold order against them, mean- 
ing that they were not stolen or 
forged. He said he had made the 
inguiry through Bennett &'Co. 

Decides to Leave Bonds. 

“‘*Well,’ I said to Kent and Bai- 
ley, ‘I am here now, und 1 might 
as well put them on the market. 
Here“are the bonds; look them over. 
ll leave them here if you'll give 
mea receipt. Send them in to Chi- 
cago and I'll stay over.’ 

“I stayed over until the next 
morning, and about 10 o’clock Bai- 
ley got a wire of acceptance, which 
camie, I believe, through Bennett & 
Co. About 3 p. m. Bailey said the 
money hadn’t arrived yet, and he 
would pay me $5000 on account. He 
offered to pay cash, but I didn’t 
wish to carry that much money, as 
I would get back to St. Louis after 
banking hours. So he gave me the 
draft, ang I returned to St. Louis 
Wednesday evening. 

“The next day, Thursday, I was 
busy in the morning, and I tele- 
phoned to Spicuzza to meet me at 
the First National Bank at 1:30 p. 
m. It was nearly 2 when he ap- 
peared. At that tme, I had beld 
the draft nearly 24 hours. 


Learned Bonds Were Stolen. 


“I saw the assistant cashier and 
he OK'd the draft, subject to de- 
posit or cashing. I took it to a 
teller and got the cash, and handed 
$4200 to Spicuzza, keeping $800. 
I went to another window and de- 
posited the $800 to my own ac- 
count, where it still remains. 


“Some time after, probably the 
next day, the bank informed me 
that payment on the draft had been 
stopped. When I talked with Bai- 
ley, he told me the bonds were held 
because they had been taken from 
some, bank. I asked him where, 
and he said in Hannibal, and that 
was the first I had heard of the 
Hannibal bank robbery. 

“T understood Bailey to say that 


the ponds would be sent back to 
Decatur, and I told him to return 
them and I would get the matter 
straightened out. 


Telephoned to Spicuzza. 
“IT cailed Spicuzza. He expressed 
astonishment; said he couldn’t un- 
derstand, He repeated that he had 


obtained the bonds in a legitimate 
deal, from an estate in the East. 
“Charlie,” 1 said, ‘you and I 
have been friends for years. Are 
these bonds hot or not?’ 
““No,’ he said, ‘or if they are I 
don’t know it.’ 
“Don't you realize what this 
means to my reputation?’ I asked 
him. ‘If you have placed me in 
this embarrassing situation,’ I told 
him, ‘I am not going to forget it.’ 
“I said to him, ‘You go to the 
bank and give them back the $4200. 
I have the $800 deposited, and I 
will pay that back, and we will take 
up this draft.’ 


“Spicuzza agreed to this, but 
there was no word from him for 
the next two or three days. Spicuz- 
za said he hadn't been able to get 
the money, that he had paid it out 
in business, and coulu not raise 
that much. -,He insisted that lhe 

ould get the money, but he did 
not do it, and the last time I saw 
him. was the day before I responded 
to this summons to come to Han- 
nibal. 1 then made a last attempt 
to get him to take it up.” 


Sidener, asked if he was to get 
a commission for the sale, said he 
was to get nothing, but that he was 
willing to take the trouble and pay 
his own expensse on the Decatur 
trip, to collect his $800 previously 
due from Spicuzza. 

Sidener said he had represented 
Charles W. Goad, who was jointly 
charged with Kent in the mail 
fraud case based on the promotion 
of the so-called “St. Louis Lloyd's” 
insurance enterprise. Good, who 
entered a no-contest plea, was sen- 
tenced Monday in Federal Court in 
St. Louis to two years’ imprison- 
ment and to pay $1000 fine. 


Kent and Forrester were before 
the grand jury today. Eugene Ep- 
stein, who killed Abe Cooperman in 
a fight growing out of the sale of 
stolen bonds, testified yesterda, 
afternoon and has returned to St. 
Louis. He has told here the story 
which will be his defense in his 
trial for second-degree murder, 
that he innocently sold a block of 
the bonds for Cooperman, who paid 
him $150, and that when the pur- 
chaser found the bonds to be sto- 
len, and held him _ responsible, 
Cooperman would give him no sat- 
isfaction. 

The widow and two brothers of 
Abe Cooperman were here today 
ass»witnesses, having been taken in 
custody by the St. Louis police last 
night and served with subpenas. 
They are Mrs. Lydia Cooperman, 
23 years old, of 4473 Washington 
boulevard, St. Louis; Herman 
Cooperman, 39, insurance agent, of 
436 Dickens avenue, Kirkwood, 
and Albert Cooperman, 37, press- 
man, living in St. Louis County. 


The Codpermans, it is expected, 
will be questioned about informa- 
tion obtained by the State, to the 
effect that after Abe Cooperman’s 
death, a number of bonds were 
found among his effects, and were 
burned by a’ member of the fam- 
ily. The investigators believe these 
bonds were part of the Hannibal 
loot, and that, as indicated by this 
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land other developmenjs, Abe Coo- 
perman was a principal “fence” in 
the disposal of the stolen Hannibal 
bonds... | 

St. Louis Gang Suspected. 
The opinion now prevails, among 
those conducting the investigation, 
that the Hannibal bank robbery 
was the work of a gang operating 
out of St. Louis, which has robbed 
other banks in Missouri, Hlinois and 
adjoining states: and that the or- 
ganization of this gang is such that 
it can dispose of stolen securities— 
otherwise they would not be taken 
in such quantities. 

The possibility of disposing prof- 
itably of stolen securities is shown 
by the Grand National Bank safe 
deposit robbery in St. Louis, May 
25, 1930; in which $822,000 of bonds 
were taken. These were later re- 
turned for a reward of $140,000, 
of which $15,000 went to the late 
Joseph L. Lemon, a lawyer, serving 
as intermediary. The Ceres real- 
ized $125,000. 

Harry Sodini, St. Louis asia Chi- 
cago hotel manager, is here to tes- 
tify, with his lawyer, Carl Dubin- 
sky. also a witness. Attachments 
have been issued for three Kansas 
City witnesses who have not ap- 
peared, Leo Levy, hotel manager, 
Harold Lederman and a man 
named Skinner, insurance agents. 

dini, who has been questioned 
at length by the St. Lovis police 
about his possession of some of the 
bonds, will testify, it is expected, 
that he got the bonds from Coop- 
erman, and was unaware that they 
were stolen. 

Bailey Not to Appear. 

A subpena was issued for Bailey, 
the Decatur purchaser of the 
bonds, but word was received from 
his lawyer that he would not <p- 
pear. The grand jury has not pow- 
er to compel attendance of Illi- 
nois witnesses. 

Joseph J. O’Brien of Chicago, a 
recent employe of Sodini. who is 
under subpena as a witness, and 
who also is named in a warrant 
charging him with complicity in 
the robbery, appeared here yester- 
day, with a St. Louis bondsman. He 
is represented by Dubinsky.

IN ME DRL HOLE 


Workers Sinking Parallel Shaft 
to Reach Oklahoma Child, 
18 Feet Do Down. {

y PICHER. Ok., an 31.—A 


faint cry heard this afternoon 
spurred on workers who were sink- 
ing a shaft in an effort to rescue 
a three-year-old boy lodged 20 feet 
down a 250-foot drill hole at the 
Mary Ann lead and zinc mine near 
here. 

As the rescuers made progress 
the child called to its mother, 
“Hurry up and get me out.” 

Heat from two 200-watt electric 
lamps was being blown into the 
hole and the temperature had been 
raised to 72 degrees. It had been 
feared fhat the lad, thinly clad, 
might contract pneumonia. 

The cry strengthened hopes that 
the child, Gerald Collins, who fell 
into.the hole feet first about 9:30 
a. m., while. playing, would be 
brought to the surface alive. 

A layer of solid rock delayed 
mine crews as they worked des- 
perately in excavating a shaft par- 
allel to the hole from which they 
planned to open a “drift” to where 
the boy was imprisoned. 

A compressor drill was put to 
work after a power shovel had 
struck the rock. 

Ivan Fisher, assistant mine in- 
spector of Oklahoma, directed the 
rescue efforts. Crews of miners 
were working in relays. 

The child, son of Panl Collins, 
mine worker, fell down the hole 
while playing about 9:30 a. m. 

Extreme care was used in exca- 
vating to prevent a cave-in which 
would bury the child, who was 
wedged about 18 feet below the 
surface. The hole at the top is 24 
inches wide and tapers as it goes 
down to a depth of 250 feet. A 
rope noose was dropped about the 
boy’s body, but efforts to dislodge 
him were futile. 

A mine blower is being weed to 
supply air to the child. 

Gerald’s mother heard faint re- 
sponses to her efforts to talk to 
him for about an hour after the 
accident, then his voice died away. 
He dropped into the hole feet first. 

In utilizing the power blower to 
force down fresh air, miners ex- 
plained there had been several 
deaths in the neighborhood in the 
past from gas collecting in shafts. 

A section of iron casing was 
taken to the scene. Men were held 
in readiness to lower the casing 
to a point just above the boy's 
head if they saw any signs of cav- 
ing of the dirt.

TRANSIT SYSTEM 


Resolution on Aldermanic 
Transportation Commit- 
tee’s Report to Be Of- 
fered April 19. 


CITY OWNERSHIP, 
NO FRANCHISES 


Investigators Point to Suc- 
cess of Waterworks and 


Suggest Financing Along 
Same Line. 


A new committee will be created 
by the Board of Aldermen to. carry 
out its Transportation Committee's 
program for solution of the local 
transit problem through municipal 


ownership. A iesolution to this ef- 
fect is to be introduced in the board 
April 19 by Chairman Wiehe of the 
Transportation Committee, it was 
announced today by President 
Neun of the board. 

Under the plan of procedure ap- 
proved yesterday by the Transpor- 
tation Committee when it received 
and adopted a report prepared by a 
subcommittee, the members of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment—Mayor Miller, Comptroller 
Nolte and Neun—will be on, the 
new committee and three others 
will be appointed from the Board 
of Aldermen by Neun. 

Neun said today the transit pro- 
gram will be advanced as rapidly 
as possible. He was a member of 
the city’s Transportation - Survey 
Commission which studied the mass 
transportation problem for two 
years and published a comprehen- 
sive report in 1930 and has been 
active.in the further study by the 
Aldermanic Committee since then. 

Report to Be Made Tomorrow. 

The report of the Transportation 
Committee will be given to the 
board at its meeting tomorrow aft- 
ernoon. As was told yesterday, it 
-yejects further consideration of a 
franchise for a private operating 
company and favors public owner- 
ship as the only way to give the 
city a modern, unified mass trans- 
portation system adequate for 
present needs and future growth. 

The new committee is expected 
io decide on the types of vehicles 
to be used, the advisability of pur- 
chasing present street car and bus 
systems, or parts of them, if they 
can be obtained ata satisfactory 
cost, and other matters of detail. 
Under the report, it may also con- 
sider “some better plan if such can 
be found.” 

The compelling reason for the 
conclusion reached in the commit- 
tee report favoring municipal own- 
ership was the belief that financ- 
ing of improvements is impossible 
under private ownership. 

Valuation of Present System. 

The report said the valuation of 
the present system should be based 
on its earning power, This was an 
Indication of the committee's view 
that the city: should pay no more 
for any existing transit facility 
than is justified by its earnings 
when serving the public at a rea- 
sonable rate. 

“The value-making possibilities 
as well as the value-sustaining in- 
fluence of adequate mass transpor- 
tation,” the report said, “are so 
important to property owners as a 
whole and to the city’s general 
business welfare that they trans- 
cend any possible effects on pri- 
vate investors, or on the interests 
of particular groups.”

Five persons were slightly in- 
jured at 7:45 a. m. today when an 
Alton limited car of the Illinois

for St. Louis, left the tracks on @ 


curve in Nameoki at high speed 
and crashed into a garage after the 
motorman, Winnie Heavner,—had 


fought a fire in the controls for

Heavner, who resides at Nameo- 
ki, was burned and bruised. Pas- 
sengers told a reporter that the 
controls caught fire when the car 
was running about 50 miles an 


hour just after it left Mitchell, two 
miles from Nameoki. Heavner, ‘1n- 
able to reduce speed, vainly at- 
tempted to extinguish the flames. 
As the car approached the curve, 
he ran toward the dual controls at 
the rear to apply the air brakes, 
but was unable to reach them. 

The car knocked down two poles 
carrying 13,000-volt power lines 
and, turning over on its side, 
knocked out a section of the rear 
and side brick walls of Nameoki 
garage, coming to rest partly with- 
in the garage. The injured, who 
were sitting in the smoking com- 
partment at the front, said about 
20 passengers were in the main 
part of the car.

POLICE BUDGET REDUCED 
$209,500 FOR FISCAL YEAR 


Expenditure of $5,244,400 Called 
for; Pension Fund, Slightly 
Higher, also Presented. 

The Police Department budget, 
$209,500 less*than the budget of 
the current fiscal year, was pre- 
sented to Comptroller Nolte today. 
It calls for expenditures of $5,244,- 
400 for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, as*‘compared with $5,453,- 
900 for the 1931-32 fiscal year now 
nearing its close. 

The Police Pension Fund calls 
for expenditures of $432,738, as 
compared with $426,174 for 1931- 
32. Lumping the pension and po- 
lice budgets the, aggregate saving 
in police expense for the coming 
fiscal year will be $202,936. 

The two budgets will be present- 
ed by Nolte tomorrow to the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment for 
inclusion in the general budget 
bill. The board is expected to de- 
cide at that time whether or not 
to file a suit to get control of the 
fiscal affairs of the Police Depart- 
ment, now under State control. The 
Supreme Court récently ruled that 
Kansas City should have control 
of its department, Comptroller 
Nolte has expressed himself as not 
favoring suc ha suit, in view of the 
co-operation of the Police 3o0ard 
in effecting economies for the com- 
ing fiscal year. 


90 PCT OF DIVORCES ‘SILLY’

fering New E/ypiscopal Rules.

CHICAGO, March 31.—New mar- 
riage rules were distributed among 
the Episcopal churches of the Chi- 
cago diocese yesterday with a state- 
ment from the Rev. Harold Holt, 
rector of Grace Church.

grounds.

life. “Infidelity is not of the body 
first but of the mind,” said. the 
Rev. Mr. Holt.

2540 PINTS OF WrilSKY 
SEIZED IN RAID HERE 


30-Cent Liquor Source Found 
by U. S. Agents on Thomas 
St.—Three Arrested. 


One of the sources of bootleg 
whisky at 30 cents a pint, which 
even prohibition agents admit is 
“good stuff,” was discovered yes- 
terday in a raid in a garage in rear 
of 2605 Thomas street. 

Fifteen hundred pints of the 
liquor in bottles, 130 gallons more 
in barrels and an ingenious aging 
contraption set up beneath the floor 
of the garage, were seized by the 
agents, who also arrested at the 
place two men and a woman. 

During the course of the raid, 
Deputy Prohibition Administrator 
Dillon reported, about 20 persons 
visited the house on the front of 
the lot to buy whisky, which, the 
agents were informed, was selling 
at 15 cents the half pint, 30 cents 
the pint. Agents who sampled it 
found it better than the run of 
moonshine whisky. 

Nine gallons of gin and whisky 
was found in the house. In the 
garage the attention of the raiders 
was first drawn to a heavy con- 
crete slab in the floor, and over 
it a block and tackle. They lifted 
the slab and below found the aging 
apparatus. 

It was the chassis of an electric 
washing machine on which had 
been placed two 50-gallon charred 
kegs. They were filled with whisky 
and were rocking back and forth, 
an electrically heated rod thrust 
into the bung of each to speed up 
the process of making alcohol ‘and 
water into drinking whisky. 

The agents also found 30 gallons 
of alcohol, 864 pints of gin and 
676 pints of whisky in the garage, 
the gin and whisky in bottles. 

The three arrested persons said 
they were Joseph Bommarito, 29; 
his wife, Josie, 23, both of the 
Thomas street address, and Pete 
Censoplano, 22, of Detroit. All de- 
nied any connection with the boot- 
legging operations.

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EARNINGS OF CITY PLANT PAY 
- FOR $600,000 IMPROVEMENTS 


Light and Power Equipment at In- 
dependence, Mo., Said to Be 
Town’s Greatest Asset. _ 
Special to tho Post-Dispatch. 

INDEPENDENCE, Mo., March 
31.—The Independence - Municipal 
Light and Power plant is now said 
to be worth $1,000,000 and is re- 
garded as the greatest single asset 
of the community. 

It has been brought to its present 
state of proficiency by the expendi- 
ture of $600,000 over a period of 
less than five years, upon a plan 
of improvement which has been 
entirely paid for from revenues, 
and without a single bond igsue. 

The building improvements in- 
clude the entire south end of the 
generator room and the boiler 
room extension, built at a cost of 
about $85,000. The two new mod- 
ern boiler units, equipped with au- 
tomatic contro] and induced draft, 
cost about $85,000 besides the costs 
of installation. 

The new turbine with auxiliaries, 
the new switchboard including the 
underground high tension room, 
the new underground main cable 
feeders to the distribution tower, 
the spray pond extensions and im- 
provements, and other incidentals 
realized within this plan of im- 
provements, all cost in excess of 
$300,000 over a period of several 
years. 


According to Mayor Roger T.| 


Sermon, this valuabhe property in- 


cludi all the transmission lines 
and a extensive street lighting 
system, is clear and free of debt 
except for the remainder of an old 
$40,000 bond issue placed upon the 
property years ago. The bonds are 
being retired as rapidly 4s they 
matufe. 

The total capacity of the present 
improved plant is 5000 k. w. which 
at present is more than ample to 
meet the demands upon the plant 
by @ growing community. The 
continuity of the service is such 
that the use of electric clocks in 
this community has become gen- 
eral. 


PETRIFIED FOREST DISCOVERED 
UNDERGROUND IN ARKANSAS 


By the Associated Press. 

PIGGOTT, Ark., March 31.— A 
petrified forest has been discov- 
ered near here. Most of the trees 
are underground. 

A number of the logs, two feet 
in diameter and about 20 feet long, 
have been excavated. They are 
beautiful specimens of hickory 
trees in cream-colored crystalized 
limestone, 

One of these petrified stumps, 
about six feet high, has been placed 
in the courthouse square, here. 

Several petrified trees have been 
found on the surface, but most of 
them were encountered at a depth 
of from five to 90 feet underground, 
They were found in the digging of 
wells. 

The area of the petrified forest 
includes a section two miles wide 
and 12 miles long.

Secretary Hyde Revokes 
Order Against Dealers on 


Exchange ’ Based on Boy- 
cott Chargés. 


Secretary of Agriculture Hyde, 
who ordered the suspension of 47 
dealers on the St. Louis Livestock 
Exchange a year ago on boycott 
charges, has revoked the order, 
with the provision that it may be 


reinstated if the dealers refuse to 
trade with Federal Farm Board 
co-operatives. 

W. A. Moody, president’ of the 
exchange, today said the modifiea 
order is “completely Satisfactory,” 
and that the dealers would not 
carry their appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court, as had been 
planned. 

The boycott charge was precipi- 
tated by the entry into the market 
in August, 1930, of the National 
Order Buying. Co., which has since 
withdrawn. The Producers’ Live. 
stock Commission Association, pre- 
viously established on the market, 
owned stock in the National Or- 
der Buying Co., and both were af- 
filiated with the Farm Board’s Na.- 
tional Livestock Marketing Organi- 
zation. 

Basis of Refusal to Deal. 

Contending that the connection 
between the National Order Buy- 
ing Co., representing packers, and 
the Producers’ Livestock Commis- 
sion Association, representing farm- 
ers, constituted a threat to the se- 
curity of the established dealers, 
the old line dealers and the Farm- 
ers’ Livestock Commission Associa- 
tion, a co-operative -not affiliated 
with the Farm Boardy organiza- 
tion, refused to trade With them. 

At a hearing held in East Sst. 
Louis in November, 1930, before an 
examiner for the Department of 
Agriculture, the accused dealer 
readily admitted refusing to deal 
with the Farm Board co-operatives, 
but denied the existence of a boy- 
cott agreement. 


When Hyde issued his suspension 
order the dealers obtained a tem- 
porary injunction and appealed to 
the Federal Court. The case was 
heard by a special! tribunal of three 
Federal Judges, who upheld the 
position of the Department of 
Agriculture, except that they found 
no evidence against four of the 
dealers named in the original or- 
der. 

Statement by Moody. 

Moody, in a statement issued aft- 
er Hyde's modified order had been 
received at National Stockyards on 
the East Side, said: “We were in 
this fight to accomplish two re- 
sults. We have won out on both.” 

He referred to the withdrawal 
from the market of the National 
Order Buying Co. and to market 
practices of the co-operatives which 
were offered by the accused dcal- 
ers as justifying their refusal to 
trade. “The result of our fight for 
the open competitive market,” he 
said, “has been agreement by the 
co-operatives to eliminate these ob- 
jectionable practices in the future. 

“We have made this fight, not 
s0 much for ourselves as for the 
market and our patrons. In the 
past 10 years the shippers to the 
St. Louis market have lost nearly 
$7,000,000 through these unfair 
‘trade practices. This loss is deter- 
mMmed from an analysis of figures 
published by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. We hape we have 
seen the end of such practices. 

“Having accomplished our two 
objectives, it is unnecessary and a 
useless expense to carry the fight 
further. At the same time, we want 
to assure the patrons of this mar- 
ket that if further attacks are made 
on the integrity of this market and 
if the promises which have been 
made are broken, we stand réady 
and willing to resume the fight for 
our friends and patrons, the ship- 
pers to this market.” 


TRIAL OF PEAK FOR BERG 
KIDNAPING RESET FOR APRIL 1 


Defendant’s Counsel Withdraws 
and Another Lawyer Who Re- 
places Him Obtains Delay. 

The trial of George Peak, alleged 
“finger man,” who pointed out Al- 
exander Berg as a likely victim to 


his kidnapers, was reset today for 

pril'11. The trial had been 
scheduled to begin Monday before 
Circuit Judge Ossing. 

The delay was sought by Joseph 
Linder, who was employed today by 
Peak to defend him. Gus Brink- 
man, attorney, who represented 
Peak in preliminary court actions, 
informed the Court he had with- 
drawn. Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Flynn offered no objection to the 
delay. 

Charles Tucker, who has pleaded 
guilty of conspiracy in the kidnap- 
ing, was to have been sentenced 
today, but at Flynn’s request sen- 
tence was deferred until May 2. 
Tucker, employed as a. guard by 
Berg’s abductors, has been used as 
a State’s witness against them. 

The second trial of Paul Rich- 
ards, attorney who represented the 
kidnapers in negotiations for Berg's 
release, is set for Monday also, but 
probably will be continued until af- 
ter the Peak trial. Richards’ first 
trial ended in a disagreement.

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Japan Criticised at Institute 
Of International Relations Here 
For Invading Chinese Territory 


Speakers Also Score League, Kellogg-Briand. 
Pact and Nine Power Treaty as 
Ineffectual in Conflict. 


Japan had a bad day of it yes- 
terday at the Institute on Interna- 
tional Relations held at Washington 
University and the covenant of the 


League of Nations, the Kellogg- 
Briand Pact and the Nine Power 
Treaty fared not much better at the 
hands of those who felt they had 
proved ineffectual in dealing with 
the Chinese-Japanese conflict. 

None of these causes, however, 
was without its spokesman. Per- 
cival Chubb, presiding at one ses- 
sion devoted entirely to the prob- 
lems of China and Japan, remarked 
at one stage that Japan was “hav- 
ing a bad half hour’ and called 
upon Sir Herbert. Ames, former

Sir Herbert’s best was that dur- 
ing the 12 years he was associated 
with the League secretariat no 
group had done more to promote 
the best interest of the League 
than the Japanese representatives 
and he was sure that many of his 
old friends did not favor the recent 
course taken by that country.

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CORNELL'S PRESIDENT URGES 
REPEAL OF PROHIBITION LAW 


No Social Experiment in Later 
American History Has Proved 
So Disastrous, He Says.

ITHACA, N. Y., March 31.—Dr. 
Livingston Farrand, president of 
Cornell University, has placed him- 
self on record as an advocate of 
the repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 

“In my judgment,” said Dr. Far- 
rand yesterday. “There has been 
no social experiment in our later 
American history which has proved 
so disastrous a failure as has the 
eighteenth amendment. I am not 
discussing the misguided judgment, 
often sincere, which led to its adop- 
tion. The fact remains that it has 
done more to debauch the public 
conscience than any other factor 
to which we can point, and is re- 
sponsible, in high degree, for the 
widespread disregard for law and 
order, which constitutes today the 
chief menace in our American 
life.” He made his pronouncement 
in. introducing former Senator 
James W. Wadsworth Jr. as the 
speaker at a luncheon gathering 
sponsored by the local branch of 
the women’s organization for na- 
tional prohibition reform.

An Autocracy of Intelligence. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Ti a disinterested mind, there is noth- 


ing especially commendable about the 

“remarkable dissenting opinion” of 
Justice Brandeis published in the Post- 
Dispatch Sunday. It is a sensible though 
timid expression of the ever more ap- 
parent necessity for social and economic 
reform. It is noteworthy only because, 
in contrast, the minds of his colleagues, 
with sOme exceptions, are shackled by 
custom anda respect for the Constitu- 
tion that is altogether unwholesome for 
the good of the state and the progress 
of man. 

This self-imposed mental bondage that 
makes man the slave of his own crea- 
tions, whether in philosophy, law, indus- 
try, has been the ubiquitous evil in the 
struggle for liberty. If we flatter our- 
selves with the thought that we have at- 
tained liberty, it is because we confuse 
the conceptions of bestial liberty and hu- 
man liberty. The former is that of the 
wild beast in the primeval! forest, where- 
‘as the latter is characterized purely by 
the free exercise of intelligence in every 
activity of man. Human freedom makes 
for a dynamic life and true progress, 
whereas bestial freedom results in the 
kind of disorganized society which pre- 
vails today. ‘ 

More specifically, the plight of society 
is due to the tragic divorce of intelli- 
gence from action. Society as a living 
entity is a brainless organism. Is ‘there 
‘any wonder, then, that there are wars, 
industrial depressions and wretched pov- 
erty? 

Justice Brandeis has recognized the 
need for social experiments and economic 
control. But why does he say, **The ob- 
jections to the proposal are obvious and 
grave. ... We have been none too suc- 


cessful in the modest essays in economic 
control already ertered upon’’? Does/| 
Brandeis realize that the failure of such 
experiments may be accounted for by the | 
fact that they have not been conducted 
by unhampered and disinterested ex- 
perts? The truth is that we will always 
be confronted by failure and success that 
occurs only by happy accident until we 
realize that jurists, economists and sociol- 
ogists have a far greater usefulness at 
the head of the state than somewhere in 
its chaotic midst. The excellent articles 
of Charles’G. Ross have certainly dem- | 
onstrated the tragedy of the policy of 
laissez faire, which is interrupted at in- 
tervals not by experts but by people mis- 
guided by sentiment and irrational think- 
ing. 

At this time there is only one country 
in the world which presents a rational 
plan of government and in which. we 
may say, true liberty is being born. It 
was not a delusional sentiment that led 
Romain Rolland to say, “If the U.S. S. R. 
is menaced, J am on its side. I believe 
and I know that it incarnates the most 
heroic adventure, the most solid social 
hope of the future.” 

Exactly what is most desirable 
form of society is a difficult question to 
answer. One thing is certain: a happy

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- PRESERVE THE PUBLIC LANDS. 


Gov. Pinchot of Pennsylvania, who is perhaps the 
country’s most noted authority on conservation, has 
issued a powerful attack upon the Evans Dill, in 
which is embodied Mr. Hoover's plan to return the 
Federal grazing lands to the states. Gov. Pinchot 
says this act would mean the disruption of Theodore 
Roosevelt’s conservation policy and is, in reality, an 
attack on the national forests. He further chargee 
that the terms of the Evans bill are vicious in that 
they place autocratic power in the hands of five po 
litically appointed men in each state affected, and 
in the provision for completion of the work of res- 
toration in one year. Says Gov. Pinchot: 

In that brief time they are required to decide 
the fate of a total area of national forest land 
larger than all New England and the middle 
states, with Virginia added. In addition, and 
within the same ridiculously insufficient time, 
they are required to pass upon innumerable mil- 
itary reservations, reservoir sites, power sites 
and other similar reservations and withdrawals, 
and upon 170,000,000 acres of unreserved public 
lands. * * * They could not do it intelligent- 
ly and in the public interest if they were super- 
men, and they are far from likely to be that. 

It was in 1929 that Secretary Wilbur announced 
the administration policy of getting rid of these pub- 
lic lands. The lands lie in 17 states, but almost 99 
per cent of the acreage is included in 10 states— 
Arizona, California, Colorado, Idaho, Montana, Ne- 
vada, New Mexico, Oregon, Utah and Wyoming. While 
most of the lands’ surface is suitable only for graz- 
ing, valuable oil and mineral deposits are believed 
to underlie them. These lands represent the last 
remnants of the once vast Federal domafn. If turned 
over to the states, they would, of course, find their 
way into private hands and the country would prob- 
ably witness a repetition of the land and concession 
grabbing orgies of the nineteenth century. 

As we pointed out when the subject was first 
broached by Mr. Wilbur: “Congress is constantly 
dealing with a vigorous Western group which is tire 
less in its opposition to conservation. If this group 
had its way, the Falls of the Yellowstone would be 
working for somebody like Mr. Insull and Old Faith- 
ful would be only a pusher on somebody's pipe line.” 
One need only go back in history to the time of The 
odore Roosevelt for the lesson to be applied at the 
present time. It was Roosevelt who prevented al! 
of the public lands from being seized and exploited 
by private interests, and to do so he was forced 
to summon all his strength of character and all his 
fighting instinct.. During his time a great conven- 
tion was neld in Denver of those who coveted the 
lands. It aroused fiery opposition to the Roosevelt 
program. Roosevelt, with Pinchot as his chief lieu- 
tenant, stuck to his guns, and his attitude on this 
question is one of the brightest memories of his 
statesmnanship. 

The Hoover administration’s public land plan was 
formulated by the Public Domain Committee, com- 
posed of attorneys, lumbermen, engineers, ex-office 
holders and the like. According to American For- 
ests, it met perhaps half a dozen times and then 
blithely prepared a report which shows that “it 
did not fully grasp the national economics of the 
On the other 
hand, the Land Utilization Conference, held in Chicago 


last fall on the call of Secretary Hyde, was composed | 
of 300 men eminent in the fields of agriculture, eco | 
nomics and conservation. It favored the retention of 
the lands the administration proposes to rid itself of. 
Various considerations brought the Land Utiliza- 
tion Conference to this conclusion. For one thing, 
it found that the economic and social difficulties of 
agriculture today are largely traceable to the policy 
of encouraging the rapid transfer of public lands 
to private ownership. For another, it showed that 
part of the land was of interstate character in con- 
nection with controlling floods and stream flow, 
regulating erosion, irrigation storage and future cre- 
ation of recreation areas, game preserves and refor- 
esting programs. 

At this late date, the administration should know 
better than to reopen the land question. The public 
lands of the West are a heritage of all the people, 
and should be kept intact against that future time 
when they will be of inestimable value. Only the 
Federal Government can protect them from the scan. 
dalous exploitation that would be their portion if 
placed in the hands of petty state politicians. We 
urge Congress to defeat the Evans bill and to main- 
tain the bitterly won position taken by Theodore 
Roosevelt.

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MORTALITY IN BUSINESS. 

The shortest-lived forms of business are restau- 
rants, garages, groceries and meat shops, and those 
with longest lives are drug, hardware and dry goods 
stores. ‘This is one of the interesting facts established 
by Paul D. Converse of the Department of Business 
Organization and Operation, University of Illinois, in 
his recently issued study of business mortality, based 
on a survey of 255 Illinois cities and towns. Of the 
9718 firms in business in 1925 studled by Mr. Con- 
verse, 46.3 per cent had ceased operation by 19384. 
Restaurants led the list with 64.7 per cent, and drug 
stores (24.3 per cent) were at the foot. 

It is probably more than a coincidence that the 
shorter-lived types of business are those with the 
largest number of establishments, and the longer 


lived have fewest. There is, of course, greater de- 
mand for cafes and groceries than for furniture 
stores, but that demand seems to attract more entre- 
preneurs than the fields can support. These lines also 
require less capital, while the more stable businesses 


demand a heavier investment, Mr. Converse points

out that druggists, who have a longer business life 
than any other type of merchant, are the only ones 
required to pass an examination to enter business. 
Mr. Converse gives no advice, but his figures con 
tain a great deal of sound counsel for those planning 
to enter business. Were the matters of prospective 
sales, of capital and of experience more carefully 
weighed by such aspirants, there would be fewer dis- 
appointments and less waste in commercial life. 
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THE KREUGER BALANCE SHEET. 

The match monopoly of the late Ivar Kreuger“was 
an enormous business. It involved concessions from 
a number of governments, consummated by political 
negotiations and agreements and eventuating in a 
sort of public-private partnership, with a varied as- 
sortment of securities. The balance sheet of this im- 
perial enterprise was necessarily the literature of 
high finance, intelligible only to specialists in large 
affairs. 

Things had not been going well with the match 
monopoly. The world-wide depression, aggravated by 
the tariff obsession that has crippled international 
trade, dried up what had once seemed unfailing 
sources of revenue. But the business had to go on. 
It had to be financed. And to get the money an ac- 
ceptable showing had to be made in the annual 
statement. 

An annual statement, issued Jan. 28, it is now 
explained, was made by Mr. Kreuger, in which the 
board of directors declined to concur, because it was 
unable to verify the figures. What the board’s ethical 
duty, or moral obligation, may have been in the 
premises may possibly be debatable, though under 
the knightly code there could be no option. The 
board would have had to speak out, which would, of 
course, have precipitated a receivership. 

In the pressure of circumstances, Mr. Kreuger killed 
himself. The day of reckoning was thus expedited, 
but it could not in any event have been long delayed. 
The judgment of the international banking house of 
Lee Higginson & Co., made public a few dcys ago, 
was, so to speak, a sentence of death. That judg- 
ment was that the position of the match companies 
was “not strong,” and the conclusion of the banking 
house, it was explained, “is at variance with the 
statements of Mr. Kreuger as chairman of the board 
of directors of the company and with information 
given to this firm by Mr. Kreuger during his visit 
to the United States during January and February, 
1932.” 

It is not our purpose to arraign a dead man. The 
experience, however, is something to be considered, 
we believe, in the light of public policy. Many of the 
annual statements, or balance sheets, of large busi 
ness enterprises are not only Greek to the average 
person, but they baffle even the experts. Bonds and 
stocks in endless streams and encyclopedic designation 
are issued, making possible a report which only the 
Einsteins of accountancy can translate. In such con- 
fusion, misrepresentation can easily be concealed and 
the status of a business can be given a much more 
roseate complexion than the facts warrant. 

The remedy seems obvious. Simplification of se 
curities. Outlaw the financing abracadabra that has 
been developed. Why should a project, big or little, 
require other thau two kinds of securities—common 
stock for the speculator who is wilHng to take a 
chance, and Londs for the investor who seeks the 
modest return of safety? 

That is one of the many corrections to which the 
distress of an impoverished world is pointing.

DEFINING A DEMAGOGUE. 

Anyone who runs for State office on a promise 
to “bring back prosperity” is guilty of a form of 
demagoguery which of itself proves his unfitness 
for public trust. 

So said Omer N. Custer, Republican candidate for 
Governor of Illinois, at Rock Island the other night, 
and so far so good. The question which naturally 
arises is this: If the candidates who run on a pledge 
to bring back prosperity are demagogues, then what 
about those who in the not far distant past ran on 
a pledge to continue prosperity? Mr. Custer surely 
did not mean to open the doors to the House of 
Demagogues so far and so wide as that. The very 
thought is embarrassing. 
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IN WHOSE INTEREST? 

At the last moment, the Federal Trade Commission 
has received assurance from Congress that it will not 
be compelled to-furlough 100 employes. These em- 
ployes, who have been engaged in investigating pub- 
lic utilities, chain stores, the cement industry and 
the building material business, were scheduled to go 
because of failure to obtain a $70,000 deficiency ap- 
propriation. Senator Walsh recently said that “it is 
perfectly obvious that someone wants to starve the 
commission out of continuing the utlflity and chain 
store investigations.” 

Senator Walsh’s remark was prompted by the bud- 
get estimates sent to Congress by Mr. Hoover, in 
which it was recommended chat the commission’s 
general appropriation be cut from $1,731,000 to $1.,- 
236,000. Whereas the average cut in the budget is 
only 1.3 per cent, as Representative Amlie of Wis- 
consin pointed out, this reduction amounts to 28 
per cent. Chairman Humphrey testified before a 
House subcommittee that the cut would make neces- 
Sary the discharge of 184 employes on July 1, and 
that investigation of the power and chain store in- 
dustries would be “practically stopped” unless much 
of the commission's routine work were abandoned. 

It is futile for the administration to attempt to 
justify on the ground of economy this raid on the 
Federal Trade Commission. The Government must 
economize, but it should do so only for the benefit 
of the people, not for the benefit of those who de- 
spoil the people. The commission’s power inquiry 
has veen in progress for four years, but only now 
is it entering its “most vital phases;” as Secretary 
Johnson termed them. Naturally, the power inter- 
ests, who financed a $400,000 lobby to prevent the in- 
vestigation in the beginning, are most apprehensive 
as the inquiry begins to delve into their corporate 
and financing arrangements. It is not difficult to 
understand that they should cling tenaciously to their 
last hope—a budget cut. 

We do not believe, however, that Congress is so 
misled as to permit the utilities to escape by this 
indirection. The $495,000 that would be saved would 


cost the public many millions of dollars. Already 


| 
| the Electric Bond & Share Co., as a result of the 
commission's investigation, has cut service fees to 


its operating companies more than $1,000,000 a year, 
and two other companies have made cuts totaling ap. 
proximately the same sum. There is plenty of room 
for economy without crippling an agency established 
to guard the public against unlawful trade practices.

cocktails, is an exact science. Certain in- 

gredients, shaken together in the same 
proportions, should produce the same re- 
sults. Given some elaborate buildings, some 
laboratories well equipped with whatever 
laboratories are equipped with, a handsome 
endowment, a competent administrator as 
president and a rather better-paid one as 
football coach, you have a university. And 
like all well-behaved scientific experiments, 
this oné can be repeated over and over 
again. 

That is ithe theory; and on it an industry 
hardly less important than bootlegging has 
been built. It is, of course, a large-scale in- 
dustry. You can’t standardize professors in 
quite the same way that you can standardize 
machine tools; but you can see to it that if 
they vary very much from the origina] de- 
sign they are scrapped. And, as raw ma- 
terial, this industry has a large proportion 
of America’s youth. 

University education penetrates down to 
quite low in the social and economic scale. 
There are, at present, a million men and 
women being taught in institutions more or 
less of university standard. One university 
has 35,000 members. Quite a number have 
more than 10,000. As one professor expressed 
it to me, “The unit of production is large.” 


| N America education, like the mixing of 


Education in England is still aristocratic, 
in the best sense of the term. It aims at 
training a few very fine minds, and at giv- 
ing the rest a comparatively simple educa- 
tion. But England, whatever her political 
institutions may be, is an aristocratic coun- 
try. America, socially at least, is essentially 
democratic. The aim, conscious or not, of 
her educational system is to give a respecta- 
ble standard of training to the largest pos- 
sible number. 

In this connection, I am not referring to 
the “prestige” universities, as the Americans 
call them; these, Harvard, Yale, Princeton 
and perhaps Cornell, are imitations of Euro- 
pean or English models. But the institutions 
which are essentially American, and which 
deal with all but a very few of the educated 
youth of the country, are run on the prin- 
ciple, as the nineteenth century would have 
put it, of the greatest good to the greatest 
number. 

In practice it is considered better to have 
low intellectual standards for entrants than 
to exclude any number of entrants. It is 
thought to be better to use a tutor in lec- 
turing to 30 people than in “smoking at” 
two. Degrees are obtained not as the result 
of closely analyzed examination papers, but 
as the result of having attended a certain 
number of “classes.” The system is de- 
signed to be run with a numerically low 
ratio of staff to undergraduates. 

a ” . 

Of course, when personal supervision of 
work has been eliminated, something must 
be put in its place to overcome the natural 
laziness of the human animal. And the only 
expedient is long hours of compulsory work 
on certain lines laid down by authority. 

This is no condemnation of the American 
professor. A man who has to deal with 
hundreds or thousands of students cannot 
know the peculiarities of individuals, but 
the few are sacrificed to the many. For 
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the long hours of compulsory and routine 
work, none of them illumined by the per- 
sonality of a tutor, have their effect. The 
American undergraduate has left to him 
neither time nor mental energy for intellec- 
tua! relaxations. 

The companionship of the opposite sex, 
fast cars, synthetic gin and the cinema sat- 
isfy his simple needs. He is not prepared 
to sit all night while a bottle of port on the 
table grows gradually emptier. He does not 
educate himself. Mental development is car- 
ried out only during office hours.

No American university has, like Oxford, 
institutions such as the Union, the O. U. D. 
S. and the whole host of literary, essay- 
reading and political clubs in which every- 
thing is discussed “not without dust and 
heat.”” In their place are the “fraternities” 
and “sororities’’; purely social organizations, 
many of them rooted in snobbery, and all of 
them disgraced by a puerile ritual and a 
fatuous craving for secrecy. 

Above all, there is the incomprehensible 
worship of a game they call football. This 
game is actually played by perhaps 50 men 
in each university. The season lasts for two 
and a half months. But not only is anyone 
connected with the football squad treated 
with a deference which would seem exces- 
sive if shown to royalty even in a republic- 
an country, but the standing of the institu- 
tion in the eyes of the public and in the 
eyes of its own old members depends to a 
great extent on its team’s success. 

For instance, the University of Notre 
Dame, a place of no particular intellectual 
pretensions, has enjoyed recently a great rep- 
utation simply because its football team was 
not, for a long time, defeated by any of the 
teams it chose to meet. And old gentlemen 
in high positions seriously believe that their 
“alma mater,” as they will call it, is in very 
bad way if it loses a couple of games, no 
matter what its achievements may have 
been in other activities 

AS a consequence of this state of affairs. 
scholarships are openly awarded to large 
young men who may win glory for the insti- 
tution in this way: in fact, a college will 
attempt the probably impossible task of 
educating certain young men for the simple 
and sufficient reason that they can play 
football. 


In the prevailing atmosphere, university 
presidents may shake their heads, but they 
have to bow them. 

Now this is all the consequence of a sys- 
tem which is scientifically sound, but which 
ignores the human element. The machinery 
is there; it turns out scientific agriculturista, 
competent engineers and holders of diplo- 
mas in business efficiency, most of whom 
know a good deal about the subjects they 
have been taught. but very Tew of whom can 
think straight... Their interests are frankly 
unintelligent: as a result their competency 
at their own jobs never rises above compe- 
tency. 

If a sound, uninspired general level of 
ability, regardless of other consequences, is 
required, then mass production is the meth- 
od by which to obtain it. But some things 
can never be mass-produced; for them 
craftsmanship is required.

Those who undertook to defeat our 
entrance into the League assumed a re- 
sponsibility of the gravest sort, and upon 
their shoulders must rest such disasters as 
the present unhappy conflict in the Far 
East. 

“The cry of not. getting the United States 
involved in foreign complications does not 
impress me. The thing to do is to keep the 
foreign situation free from complications. 
This can be done only by some such instru- 
mentality as the League. lacking our dt- 
termined help, the League has so far been 
unable to compose the situation and every- 
one knows that each day we run grave risks 
of becoming involved in the struggle be- 
cause of the infringement of our rights 
which may Occur at any hour.” 

These sane words of the eminent states-

The St. Louis Broom Shop, 1908 
Locust street, will close today, 
throwing out of employment 125 
blind men on whom about 400 per- 
sons are dependent. 

Mrs. Mary Dranga Campbell, ex- 
ecutive director of the Missouri 
Commission for the Blind, which 
operates the shop, said it was forced 
to close because no assurance had 
been received that it could obtain 
$30,000 to carry on the work until 
Jan. 1, when another State appro- 
priation will become available. 

Voluntary contributions received 
this week since the plight of the 
blind men was made public totaled 
about $2000, she said, but explained 
that an advance guaranty of about 
$3500 a month was necessary be- 
fore operations could be resumed. 
Materials and other supplies are 
contracted for in advance, she said, 
entailing obligations so that it is 
not feasible to operate on a month- 
to-month basis as contributions are 
received. 

The men will receive their final 
pay tomorrow. The building will! 
remain in the hands of the commis- 
sion for about two months and 
work may be resumed whenever 
assurance of sufficient money is 
forthcoming, Mrs. Campbell says.

GOV. ROOSEVELT GETS 
MAINE'S 12 DELEGATES 


State Democratic Convention 
Instructs for Him by 
286 to 245. 


By the Associated Press, 
PORTLAND, Me., March 31.— 


An instructed delegation for Gov. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt of New York 
and a platform calling for resub- 
mission of the eighteenth amend- 
ment to the people were voted by 
the Maine State Democratic con- 
vention here yesterday. 
Instruction of the 12 delegates 
to the national convention to vote 


for Roosevelt for the presidential 
nomination, subject to the unit 
rule, brought out only decided 
break in the party’s ranks. Ona 
standing vote the resolution for in- 
struction was lost, but the vote 
was questioned and a poll of the 
convention by counties carried the 
resolution, 286 to 245. 

It was a test of strength of the 
power of the state leaders. They 
had opposed any move to instruct 
the delegation, fearing that such 
action might cause a split similar 
to that occasioned four years ago 
when the supporters of Alfred E, 
Smith forced through an instruc- 
tion resolution. 

Overnight they had a change of 
heart and just before the noon re- 
cess Charles L. Donahue of Port- 
land, one of those most opposing 
the move, presented the Roosevelt 
resolution. 

Hardly had it been placed before 
the convention when the opposition 
opened up, to the surprise of the 
leaders. 

With the action of the Maine 
convention Roosevelt now has 123 
pledged votes in the national con- 
vention. This includes the Georgia 
delegates, who have not yet been 
chosen, but whose instruction has 
been decided at state primaries.

Attorney-General Rules Re- 
ceivers May Legally 
Pledge Assets as Security 


to Finance Corporation. 


v the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Il., March 31.— 
state banks of*Illinois have au- 
ihOrity to pledge their assets to 
ecure loans froni the Reconstruc- 
‘ion Finance Corporation, in reor- 

ganization or liquidation, Attorney- 
General Carlstrom ruled in an 
opinion yesterday. 

“It is a well recognized law of 
economics and business,” the opin- 
ion said, “that when there is a 
widespread forced liquidation of 
the assets Of moneyed corporations, 
that the market value of such as- 
sets becomes greatly depreciated. 
The apparent intent and purpose of 
ihe Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration act and also of other acts 
passed by Congress, together with 
organization of citizens supported 


| by governmental Sanction, is to as- 
Sist in the 
sea cobain, Stabilization of values 

6 Intent of Congress. 

The specific authorization of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration to make loans secured b 
the assets of any-bank th ‘ 

at is 
closed discloses the intent of Con- 
Sress to assist in the return to de- 
positors and creditors of such 
banks, as nearly as practically pos- 
sible, the monevs due them. 

“It is also a well recognized fact 
that in the State of IHinois there 
are a number of closed banks 
which have assets, the sale of 
which at the present time would 
only return a Sreatly depreciated 
amount from the actual value < of 
Such assets,.and it is highly prob- 
able that if such assets could be 
held over a period of limited time 
that the actual value could perhaps 
be obtained and the interest of the 
creditors of a closed banking insti- 
tution in this State be more amply 
secured and protected. 

“It is a rule which is amply sup- 
ported by authorities in the State 
of Ifinois that a receiver’s prin- 
cipal duty is to protect the credi- 
tors of the bank and to protect and 
preserve the corporate assets for 
the benefit of such creditors. This 
is evidencea by the language of the 
Illinois statutes, in which the re- 
ceiver is authorized to take such 
other steps as may reasonably ap- 
pear to be necessary to ‘conserve 
the trust estate and secure the best 
interests of the creditors of said 
bank. 

Receivers’ Authority. 

“Provisions of Section 11 of the 
Illinois statutes concerning banks 
specifically authorizes a receiver to 


| sett all real and personal property 
of the bank upon order of a court 


}of record and upon such terms as 


the court shall direct. The power 
to pledge prop:rty is a power’ of 
less degree than is the power to 
sell property. It would seem, 
therefore, that if a receiver of a 
State bank can sell property he can 
exercise a lesser power of pledging 
the same property, but that the ex- 
ericse of the lesser power, namely 
the pledging of all real and per- 
sonal property, must likewise be 
circumscribed with the limitations 
imposed upon his power to sell. 

‘“T am of the opinion, therefore, 
that a receiver of a State bank in 
Illinois has power to pledge the as- 
sets of such bank for the purpose 
of securing a loan from the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, pro- 
vided, however, that the pledging 
of such assets can be made only 
pursuant to the order of a court of 
record and upon such terms as the 
court shall direct.”

Bing Crosby Started 
Out to Bea Lawyer 
—Now Look at 
Him. 


NEW YORK, March 24. 

ING CROSBY started out to 
B ve a lawyer, but decided he 

would sooner do his exhorting 
in tune than in speech, so instead 
of holding juries spellbound, he is 
holding radio audiences that way. 
And getting so much fan mail they 
almost have to have relavs of post- 
men to deliver it. 

It is probably a good thing he 
did not become a lawyer, for while 
his voice might be as effective on 
12 good men and true as on the 
bridge players on the receiving end 
of a radio, his sartorial getur 
would not be quite so suited to a 
courtroom as to a broadcast studio. 
For one thing. he always sings 
with his hat on. A court bailiff 
would never stand for that, 

For another, he has a fondness 
for color schemes that are, to put 
it very mildly, bizarre. As, for in- 
stance, red ties, yellow handker- 
chief, blue shirts and green coats, 
and similar combinations. His ra- 
dio listene cannot see him; the 
jury could, and might relieve their 
jarred sensibilities on his client. 

But as a radio singer—well, after 
he whistles, and hums, and sends 
his baritone short-wave-lengthen- 
ing through the ether, his clothes 
could .“knock your eyes out” all 
he chose, and the feminine admir- 
ers would continue to follow him 
like the Hamlin kids followed the 
Pied Piper. Especially if he gives 
them “I Surrender, Dear.’’

He went to 
school in Spokane, and achieved 
his nickname, which is alleged to 
imitate the firing of a gun when 
juvenile cowboys shoot Indians.

S a child 1 remember that no
